Parilament Hill Silent— 
Ottawa, June 15th— Silence reigns 
about the houses of parliament. Leg: 


islators of both houses have left for 
their homes and constituencies or for 
holidays to recuperate from _ their 
sessional labors and possibly to get 
ready for an autumn election. That is 
the rumor now current. The closing 
days of the session were pretty stren- 
uous. Members were at their task 
from morning till late at night, pass- 
ing bills and estimates, Human nature 
being what itis, there will always be 
important legislation left over till teh 
very last minute, and this was the 
cause of much of the controversy that 
raged during the last day of the ses- 
sion particularly in the senate over 
the mortgage bank bill. On the other 
hand a bill of this importance takes 
time to mature and take form in teh 
minds of those who originate it, in 
this case the Minister of Finance and 
his associates— and undoubtedly the 
bill was not in shape to present to the 
house in the early days of the session, 
In any event the mortgage bill is now 
on the statute books. 

Some Meacures Passed 

During Session 

In addition to the mortgage Dill 
which has as its major object the re- 
construction of teh whole urban and 
rural mortgage system of teh country 
on a healthier basis, outstanding mea- 
sures of teh session were those em- 
bodying the new agricultural program, 
This legislation embraced all bran: 
ches of the agricultural industry; it 
provided means to encourage cooper- 
ative marketing, and aimed at estab- 
lishing a broad foundation for . those, 
engaged in primary production, ensur- 
ing them a minimum level of subsis-, 
tence. The price for wheat was guar-, 
anteed at seventy cents f. 0. b. Fort | 
William, teh guarantee on an equival- 
ent basis being extended to all Cana-| 
dian wheat producers. Combined with 
this was an acreage bonus bill to pre-; 
vent distress among those whose | 
crops were destroyed. There were 
measures in the program to encourage’ 
and improve cheese manufacture and 
to aid other branches of the dairying. 
trade. An act provided for the estab-) 
lishment of a board which will super:| 
vise and aid teh marketing of salt! 
fish, a business that has been injured; 
by competition from countries where 
the export trade in salt fish received 
very considerable government assist- 
ance. An apprepriation was also pro- 
vided to bonus the salt fish trade. 
Defence Appropriations— 

A vital feature of the session was 
the passing of appropriations of 63 
million dollars for national defence. 
This is the largest sum that bas so far 
been provided for defence in peace! 
time. The minister, Mr Mackenzie| 
whose department has been under 
continued bombardment of criticism 
on account of the Bren Gun contract, 
with a wide divergence of opinion as 
to the merits of that contract, gave a 
clear explanation to the house of 
eommons of Canada’s defence needs, 
A considerable proportion of the 
money appropriated will be used in 
the air arm, a branch of military de-/ 
fence in which Canadians have aal-; 
ready shown their outstanding ability, 
and which will play such an = import- 
ent role in future defence measures in 
ell nations. An act was passed suth- 
orising the appointment of a defence 
purchasing board, which will let ll 
eontracte of any sise for munitions! 
and defence equipment. In the act| 
munitions profite were curtailed to al 
maximum of five per cent in cases 
where for unavoidable reasons tenders 
could not be asked.. Close to the end 
of the session also an act was passed 
which made more stringent the laws 
against espicnage in Canada. The Act 
te amend the official secreta Act was 
modelled to s large extent on laws in 
the United Kingdom which have been 
in operation for some yesrs. 

With the ratification of the trade 
agreement with the United States 
whieh reduced import tariffs ona wide 
range of commodities, the budget in 
the face of business uncertainties in 
the world, made a few additionel chan- 
ges in import rates. The excise tax of 
three per cent on imports ws removed 
hewever, from all importations except 
these coming in under the genera! tar- 
iff. The budget also, it will be recalied

Substantial 
rains, however, on the first two days 
of thie present week over the western 
portion of the province, added furth- 
er to teh moisture reserve in that 
area, Lighter rains fell in northeast- 
ern districts where the need for addi- 
tional moisture was beginning to be 
felt ia some localities. At the same 
time, the southeastern portion of the 
province also benefitted by light rains 
which have provided some immediate 
relief, but concern over the moisture 
reserve in that section is still acute. | 

In the Peace River district adequate 
rains fell during the past week and 
the moisture supply and condition of 
the erop is good. Conditions are also 
good over the main north and the, 
central crop growing districts and are 
equal to last year, with possibly a lit- 
tle better mceisture situation in the 
north at this time. Frosts eccurred in 
many districts, but no damage was 
sustained with the possible exception 
of some few tields of barley. 

In the south, high winds for three 
days early in the past week, caused 
further soil drifting with some slight 
damage to crops and drew heavily on 
remaining moisture, The weather gen- 
erally, however, was favorable for 
stooling. Grasshoppers have been in) 
evidence in Jarge numbers in certain 
districts, but their activities have 
been redueed by cooler weather and 
they have been kept in check gener- 
ally through poisoning operations. 
Winter wheat is in shot blade and rye.

Can Chamberlain Save Britain?— by 
Collin Brooks. Published by Collins, 
Toronto. Price $2.60, 

Can democracy, as at present pract- 
ised, survive in Britain? Mr Brooks, 
who is an editorial associate of Lord 
Rothermere, has his doubts. It is to 
him not a question of “butter or guns” 
in Britain, although that may be the 
issue in Germany; it is question of 
“iberty or discipline.” 

Mr Brooks writes a most convincing 
and realistic survey of British post- 
war foreign policy, His volume is a 
scathing indictment of “Edenism.” It 
sings a not unjustified song of praise 
for the ralism of Mr Chamberlain. 

The author recognizes the solid 

‘achievements behind the propaganda 
i facade of the dictators. He sees Hitler- 
j ‘sm and Fascism as a potent chall- 
t enge to British democracy. We may 
be forced, he avers, to adopt our own 
business and governmental system to 
meet the challenge, His book is a 
powerful summary of the case for the 
extreme “Right” viewpoint, now gain- 
ing in Britain as the threat of war
